. Ing the advanced prices to car short- 
age and export demand, emphasis 
being placed upon the export de- 
mand,

by the federal trade commission 
wfrom 1,589 bituminous coal opere- 
tors in the principal? production re- 
gions mining roughly about 60 per 
cent of the annual output, show that 
during January, 1920, théir costs 
per ton averaged $2,32 at the mines.

The two others who are strongly 
believed to be suspects in the case 
are men about whom absolutely no 
definite information could be se- 
cured further than the fact that 
they were closeted with postal of- 
ficials curing the day under p:ocess 
of the third degree. 


One of the men gave a Bellwood 
avenue address, but efforts to locate 
him at the number he gave Thurs- 
day night were met with the state- 
ment that no such man lives there. 
Any knowledge of the man in ques- 
tion was strongly denied. 

Postal inspectors were extremely 
reticent about the case, and their 
manner clearly implied that they 
believe that others are implicated 
in the rovbery of the mail truck. if 
was further implied by them that 
the public may expect a definite 
announcement from them during the 
course.of the very near future.

MONEY BAG ENPTY 
AS SOLONS GATHER 


Insufficient Funds of the 
State on Hand to Pay 
Legislators--Situation Is 
Termed Serious One. 


The “wolf” cry of an empty treas- 
ury is an alarm so old in Georgia 
that it seems to have lost its power 
to frighten the legislators, but the 
solons this year are expected to 
wake up and take notice when they 
find on their assembling here 
Wednesday that there are not suffi- 
cient funds available to pay them- 
selves. As most of the members are 
in the habit of drawing their per 
diem in advance, the finding of 
money for this purpose will prob- 
ably be the first task to engage 
their attention. 

Deducting the $121,125.82 required 
by law to be set aside to pay the 
interest on the public debt falling 
due on July 1, there remained in the 
treasury Thursday a balance of only 
$23,146. This is nearly $100,000 
“shy” of the amount that will be 
needed to defray the cost of the 
fifty-day law-making seance which 
is scheduled to open next week. 

This, of course, does not include 
the fund collected from motor vVe- 
hicle licenses now held up pendiag 
the decision of the supreme court 
on the constitutionality of the ap- 
propriation feature of the law 
awarding it.to the highway board. 
Whether the solons will dip into 
this fund to secure their pay re- 
mains to be seen, but it is the gen- 
eral belief of cc nstitutional lawyers 
that this money can be used only in 
highway construction. Governor 
Dorsey has already bvrrowed $500.- 
000 of it to pay the second install- 
ment of confederate pensions, which 
the law says must be paid before 
May 1. That is the Hmit of his bor- 
rowing power and he borrowed from 
a fund lying idle in the treasury 
rather than from outside sources in 
order to Live the state interest 
charges.

FOUR ARE INJURED 
IN GREAT BLAZE: 
DAMAGE $200,000 


Sugar, Flour and Grain 
Are Consumed When 
Fire Destroys Brooke 
Warehouse Early on 
Thursday Night. 


CALL OFFICERS HURT 
AS CAR TURNS TURTLE 


Two City Firemen Also 
Received Minor Injuries 
From Falling Wall in 
.Spectacular Conflagra- 
tion. 


Two firemen were injured and a 
$200,000 loss was incurred in the 
fire that destroyed the grain ware- 
house occupied by T. H. Brooke 
& Co. at 18 South Butler street, at 
7:40 o’clock last night, and two city 
policemen were seriously injured 
shortly afterward in answering an- 
other alarm at English avenue and 
Pelham street, when their machine 
turned turtle and they were pinned 
beneath it. 
were call officers who were rush- 
ing to the scene of the second 
blaze from the burning warehouse. 
The injured men are Firemen 
John’.Mayfield and Amos Risse, of 
company No. 2, and Call Officers 
George Lee and S. H. Gresham. The 
first two were slightly injured 
when they were caught beneath 
the wreckage of a falling wall. 

The »-warehouse fire was discov- 
ered at 7:40 o’clotk, and® although 

Prompt alarm. was turnea in, the 
grain. sugar, flour and hay was 
eaten up with terrific speed by the 
fiames, which trom the start had 
a big headway. The brick walls 
began to fall within an hour after 
the fire started. 

Three-Story Structure. 

With a facing on Butler street of 
150 feet and a 200-foot depth, the 
huge three-story brick byilding 
filled with hay and grain was com- 
pletely gutted, offering to the im- 
mense crowd that collected around 
@& spectacular blaze that could be 
seen for many blocks around. ~The 
building, belonging to the Green- 
field estate, and valued at anrut 
$100,000, together with the stock. 
with an equal valuation; are a gotal 
loss. It is understood that both 
building and stock are covered by 
insurance. 

The fire started in the southern 
end of the building where the grain 
had been stored, and the theory is 
advanced that a spark ‘Tl @ pass- 
ing railrvad engine was the cause. 
It is un@erstood that windows in 
this section of the building were 
not closea. 

Firemen Injured, 

Firemen Mayfield and Risse had 
been stationed across the _ street 
from the building with a hose in an 
effért to save the wall. At this 
point, however, the high grain ele- 
vator shaft gave in, carrying the 
walls with it. The debris flew clean 
across the wide street, crushing the 
two men painfully. They are a 
Grady hospital. 

Up to an early hour this morning 
the fire, while under control, was 
still burning. 

Call Officers Lee and Gresham 
sustained more serious injuries in 
answering the second alarm. While 
trying-to dodge a machine in front, 
the auto that they were riding in 
turned completely over when the 
emergency brake was applied, bury- 
ing the two men beneath it. This 
accident occurred at Marietta and 
Thurman streets. 

Rushed to Hespital. 

The two men were rushed to the 
Grady hospital, where it was found 
that, while seriously, they were not 
fatally hurt. Both were severely 
mashed and bruised about the head. 

A roof of a dwelling at English 
avenue and Pelham street was de- 
stroyed by the second fire. 
other alarms were turned in shortly 
afterwards, one of which proved to 
be false. The interior of the Im- 
perial restaurant at 65 West Mitch- 
ell street was damaged -by the 
other.

Plamb Plan at Stake. 

Everybody in the convention un- 
derstood, however, that the life of 
the Plumb plan hung on this vote. 
If Gompers won, the Plumb pian 
was dead as far as the American 
Federation of Labor is concerned; 
with the overwhelming vote for the’ 
resolution, the Plumb Plan league 
will be able to claim the support of 
the entire American labor move- 
ment for the essential elements of 
its proposals. 

As Martin F. Ryan, of the rail- 
way carmen, declared in charging 
that Gompers was unfair in raising 
the question whether the resolution| 
provided for indorsement of the 
Plumb plan: “The railroad workers 
and other supporters of the resolu- 
tion are for the Plumb plan only as 
far as it is the best plan offered. 
If the American Federation of La- 
bor will bring out a better plan, 
we will support it.” 

The truth is that the only modifi- 
cations of the Plumb plan which are 
now receiving any consideration in 
labor circles are in the direction of 
greater radicalism. 

The most remarkable features: of 
the contest were jhe absoltte lack 
of applause with which Gompers 
was received when he declared that 
government ownership carried with 
it the danger of industrial and po- 
litical servitude, and the thunder- 
ous applause which followed a plea 
by William Green, secretary of the 
‘Miners’ union, for government own- 
ership because it would méan great- 
er interest and wider participation 
of workers in the political affairs of 
the nation. 

Policy of Gompers Resented.

Washington, June 17.—(By the 
A-csociated Press.)—Details of the 
much heralded uprisings in the Mo- 
hammedan world against’ British 
rule and in favor of the Turkish na- 
dionalists and bolsheviki were re- 
ceived here today in official advices. 

The reports confirm advices as to 
Moscow and Munich conferences re- 
ceived somg@ time ago by the state 
h - ae t Enver Pasha, _Djemat’ 

a and Talaat Pasha, Turkish 
nationalist leaders, wete reported to 
have conferred with-spartacists and 
bolsheviki at Munich While repre- 
sentatives from India, Bgypt, Agc- 
ghanistan, Persia, India, Azerbeijhan 
and Georgia met Turkish national- 
ists and Lenine, the bolghevik lead- 
er, at Moscow. Plans<for upris- 
Ings in the Mohammedan world co- 
incident with a bolsheviki thrust 
on Persia and india are datd@ to have 
been laid at these meéstings. A 
force of 150,000 troops eommanded 
by General Kuropatkin was prom- 
ised the Mohammedan world by 
Lenine at Moscow, it has been re- 
ported.

“The processes by which the Chi- 
cago platform was accomplished 
Seemed to me to have been essen- 
tially and scientificdlly Prussian in 
inspiration and method.

Meeting Thursday Ap- 
points Representative to 
Impress Gravity of Sit- 
uation on the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


Serious coal shortage in Georgia 
is imnijnent, unless steps are taken 
immediately to alleviate the situa- 


tion through prompt unloading and 
dispatching of eoa: cars, according 
to representatives of industrial in- 
terests of the state who met Thurs- 
day afternoon and appointed a 
member to leave for Washington at 
once for conference with the in- 
terstate commerce commission to 
impress on that body the gravity of 
the local coal problem and the ab- 


solute necessity for early relief, 

The situation daily grows more 
serious, according to the represent- 
atives of the Georgia Manufactur- 
ers’ association, the Cotton Seed 
Crushers Association of Gedérgia 
and the Georgia Ginners’ associa- 
tion and others who attended, the 
méeting, which was presided over 
by W. B. Baker, of, Atlanta, presi- 
dent of the state manufacturers’ 
body. 

The necessity for active and im- 
mediate co-operation of consumers 
with the railroads operating = in 
Georgia by prompt unloading of coal 
cars was stressed at the meeting, 
and the opinion was expressed that 
an export embargo should be de- 
clared On coal to divert more coal 
to the manufacturing plants and 
other industries of the southeast.

“Railroading” tactics in the dis- 
posal of a criminal case are, of 
course, demoralizing and to be con- 
demned. 

No defendant should be denied 
any measure of opportunity to 
prove innoceneé; for there ate few 
things more horrifying than for a 
person to be convicted and sent to 
prison for a crime he did not 
commit. 

On the other hand, there are few 
things more dangerous and detri- 
mental to society than for a guilty 
criminal to be permitted, by re- 
course to technicalities and by 
abuse of the legal rights of de- 
fendants, to escape justice and 
wriggle out of the meshes of the 
law. 

And s0, when guilt is estab- 
lished “beyond a _ reasonable 
doubt”—especially when it {is ad- 
mitted by the accused—the rapid 
and unhesitating administration of 
strict justice not only leaves an 
indelible impression upon the 
wrong-doer, but has a decidedly 
wholesome effect upon others who 
might be tempted into “ways of 
crime, and serves materially to pro- , 
tect the community.

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THE DULUTH BEYNCHING. 
Accused of having committed a 
heinous offense, three negroes 
were taken from the officers of the 
law at Duluth, Minn., the other day, 
by an infuriated mob of something 
like 6,000 citizens, and lynched. 
Which is additional proof that 
the crime of lynching is not limited 
to fhe south, as certain northern 
newspapers havé in the past tried 
to make it appear; and that, in 
fact, geography has little; if any- 
thing, to do with it. 

It is governed more by the char- 
acter of the offense than by sec- 
tional feeling. 

As additional and previous evi- 
dence of this, the recent race Tiots 
and wholesale lynchings in Wash- 
ington, Chicago and East St. Louis, 
Ill., are still fresh in the public’s 
memory—and stibsequent to which 
the press of the north has been 
noticeably free from its former 
criticisms of the south as being the 
“outlaw section” of the country on 
account of the number of lynchings 
by which the southern states have 
admittedly been disgraced. 
Lynching, the law of the mob, is 
indefensible from any standpoint. 
It is demoralizing to society and 
to the ingtitutigns of law anc order. 
More than that, it must be totally 
done away with. If this is not 
done by the states themselves, 
then the federal government may 
take a hand. 

But that it is palpably unfair to 
attribute its existence to any pe- 
culiarity of southern character or 
to a defect in southern morals or 
to a fault in southern tradition— 
for that matter, to anything south- 
ern—is abundantly proven by the 
records of the District of Columbia, 
of Illinois, and of numerous other 
northern and eastern and western 
states, including Minnesota.

AUTO THIEVERY. 


Police records show that during 
the five months of January, Febru- 
ary, March, April and May, a total 
of 196 automobiles were stolen in 
Atlanta, of which number only 89 
were recovered and returned to 
their owners. 

Following a veritable “deluge” 
of automobile thievery last Janu- 
ary, during which month 61 cars 
were reported stolen, the police de- 
partment of Atlanta declared war 
to the death against that type of 
crime. It exhibited unmistakable 
evidence of “meaning business,” 
and, as a reswit of extraordinary 
efforts on the part of the depart- 
ment, the number of thefts of cars 
dropped to 20 during February. 

Which indicates that most of the 
professional automobile thieves 
who had been operating in Atlanta 
those of them who were not caught 
—either suspended operations or 
left the city for more safe sur- 
roundings. 

This period of low-tide in auto 
thievery vontinued through Febru- 
ary and March, during which 
months only 20 and 26 cars were 
stolen in Atlanta, respectively, for 
the two months; and the com- 
mendable diligence of the police is 
manifested by the fact that of the 
20 cars stolen during February 16 
were recovered, and of the 26 made 
away with during March 21 were 
returned to their owners by the au- 
thorities. 

Thenceforward the*showing’ has 
been bad—not to the credit of the 
police, on the face of the record—, 
for during April the “high-water 
mark” was reached, with 56 thefts 
of cars, against only 15 recoveries; 
and during May 43 cars were stolen 
in the city, only 17 of which were 
later recovered and returned to

Is mystery in the 
losing caste? 

Not at all. 

Does any nostrum-taker place the 
game confidence in the nostrum 
after the formula has. been reveal- 
ed to him that he felt before’ he 
knew the absurdity of the concoc- 
tion? 

People who fancy that modern 
healing is getting away from the 
mysterious are superficial ob- 
servers. 

There igs unquestionably a great 
deal more of mystery deliberately 
mixed with the plausible appeals of 
all kinds of fad healing today than 
ever before. It ig true that fhe 
old, old stuff about the Indian giv- 
ing the recipe to grandma, and the 
wise old doctors going out in the 
woods to grub for yarbs and roots 
in the spring has sort of petered 
out with the passing of the almanac 
and the traveling medicine show. 
Mr. Wiseheimer of the U. S. A. 
wants something novel, something 
he can alfnost if not quite under- 
stand as well as the healer himself 
understands it. Yet Wiseheimer 
still favors explanations which are 
just a little beyond his depth; at 
least these are the “methods” of 
treatment he bites on. The con- 
ventional way is for the charlatan 
to ring in a lot of pseudo-scientific 
jargon, a few impressive terms or 
phrases which do not mean any- 
thing definite to any other healer 
or scientist, but which certainly do 
please Mr. and Mrs. Wiseheimer. If 
this sort of thing, the popular 
quackery of the day, ig “common 
sense,” as many of its eomplacent 
victims imagine, then there is in- 
deed no longer any mystery in 
medicine. 

People with a fair education 
above the eyebrows may laugh at 
the traveling “specialist” who regu- 
larly puts up at the village hotel 
and runs his ad telling the. Wise- 
heimer how he yearns to give them 
his skillful advice and treatment. 
But /very often these same people 
are patronizing an even more ri- 
dictlous mountebank who under- 
stands how to appeahto the credu- 
lity of skeptics.

Today the London price rose 4% 
pence, making a frecovery of 5% 
pence since Tuesday. The preced- 
ing decline it | the present 
month has been 13% pence, The 
New York price also advanced to- 
day, but with silver bullion quot- 
ed for the first time in thé history 
of the market at two different 
prices, according :to its origin. Do- 
mestic silver sold at 99% cents an 
ounce, and foreign silver at 90 cents. 
This, of course, is the result of the 
announcement regarding the Unit- 
ed States mint’s proposed interpre- 
tation of the Pittman law. 

Recent speculation has been based 
upon the interpretation of the 
clause of that act providing for 
purchase of silver bullion by the 
mint in quantity equal to the con- 
tent of the silver dollars melted 
upon sold for export, buts; most 
speculators overlook the clause in 
the law which restricts such pur- 
chases to the product of mines situ- 
ated in the United States, to bé 
made at $1 per fine ounce, or ap- 
proximately 99% cents to the miner. 

The government has evidently de- 
termined to resume such purchases 
and bought 1,500,000 ounces, and the

Martin Exhorts 
Southern League 


To Respect Court 


In Meanwhile President 
Says He Will Appeal the 
Judge’s Decision in the 
Smith‘ Case. 


Memphis, Tenn., June 17.—In a 
Statement issued late tonight bear- 


ing on the “Casey” Smith case pend- 
ing among the clubs of the South- 
ern Baseball association, President 
John D. Martin, of the association, 
states that he will appeal to the 
circuit court of appeals from the 
decision of Judge J. E. McCall, of 
the federal district court, in grant- 
ing a mandatory injunction grant- 
ing admission to Player Smith. Mr. 
Martin urges the league to respect 
the court order and let the issues 
be determined through legal pro- 
cedure. 

Mr. Martin’s statement in full is 
as follows: 

“I will appeal to the circuit court 
of appeals from the decision of 
Judge McCall in granting the man- 
datory injunction against me com- 
pelling me to admit Player ‘Casey’ 
Smith to the Southern Association 
of Baseball Clubs. My attorney, 
Judge W. C. Cherry, will arrive 
from Nashville tomorrow and we 
will prepare the necessary papers 
to perfect the appeal. 

‘As a lawyer, from a family of 
lawyers and judges, I entertain an 
innate respect for the law and the 
courts. Therefore it is with great 
deference to the district judge, 
whose court order I immediately 
obeyed, that I say I am strongly of 
the opinion that the constitution of 
the Southern association has vested 
me with broad discretionary pow- 
ets as the executive officer of the 
league, embracing the right in my 
vwn discreticn to reject the admis- 
Siuyn of any ball player to this 
league. 

“The constitution’ provides that 
any club may appeal from any of- 
ficial action or ruling by me to the 
board of directors of the league ex- 
cept in the matter of appointment 
or assignment of umpires. 

“This pfovision was deemed a 
safeguard against one-man power. 
The administrative duties of the 
president 6f a baseball league in- 
volve the decision of many contro- 
versies, the necessary exercise of 
Strong discipline and above all else 
grim determination to support and 
sustain the umpires. It is a man’s 
size job and requires a firm hand. 
From time to time during my ad- 
ministration I have rendered de- 
cisions for and against every club 
in the league, being always guided 
by the dictates of honest judgment 
on the merits of the, case. 

“I have striven to fulfill the 
duties of the office fairly and im- 
partially and have the approval of 
my own conscience that I have done 
so. I love the great national game 
and regard it in these tense times 
of pent-up emotion and industrial 
unrest as the. safety valve Of the 
republic. As this controversy ~ ‘s 
nom in court, let me admonish: the 
league to respect the court order as 
I have done and let the issues in- 
volvea be determined through the 
legal procedure which hag beea in- 
voked,”
